We are attempting great 
things for God this year. This 
is what we ought to do. We have 
been slipping along easy and 
quietly long enough. We must 
leap into the more abundant 
experience and walk, and run 
and fly and soar above the 
clouds. 


When Zerubbakel. Ezra, Ne- 
hemiah and others were re- 
building the temple and walls 
at Jerusalem they moved for-: 
ward with an unflinching per 
severence that was enough to 
startle the inhabitants round a- 
bout and its mighty influence 
has reached away down here to 
this twentieth century. A great 
wave was put in motion then 
and it has never ceased to roll. 


The records do not show that 
there was a special shortage of 
money for the expenses, but 
they had other hindrances to 
contend with. Menas enemies 
rose up against them, but they 
pushed right on. Their enemies 
threatened, persuaded, tried to 

make a league with them for 
advantage, wanted to help them 
build, did everything in their 
power to weaken their hands 
and scatter their forces. But all 
of the oppositions only had 2 
tendency to make them strong- 
er. Instead of becoming fright 
ened they waxed bolder and 
bolder. 


The rebuilding of the city of 
Jerusalem with its temple and 
walls is a picture of our work in 

these days and we are building 
. for the last time. This building 
is preparatory for the coming of 
our Lord. Many of us are s0 


ready for His return and to hear 
the beautiful words “Thou hast 
been faithful.” 


I do not see how some people 
have time for wrangles, 
troversies, criticisms cheap talk, 
unbecoming actions, backbit- 
ing, disagreement, laziness, ov- 
ereating, sluggishness, unwhole- 
some doctrine, careless habits, 
lounging around town without 
any particular business, or any- 
thing else that would have a ten- 
dency to cool off their spiritual- 
ity and quench their zeal for God 
and the salvation of souls. 

It is going to take every min 
ute of our time, occupied in the 
very best manner possible to get 
everything ready for our Lord. 
Fathers and mothers must busy 
themselves training up their chil 
dren in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord. This means 
hurrying around on _ Sun- 
day morning to get the little 
fellows all ready for Sunday- 
school] and go themselves and 


take the whole family, visitors 
and all. 
Pastors and their helpers 


should hustle about and not on- 
ly preach on Sunday but visit 
the homes of the members dur- 
ing the week and pray with 
them instead of sitting down in 
the easy chair when they get 
there and chat for-an hour a 
bout everything else but religion 
and salvation. Not only should 
they visit and pray with their 
members, but they should ex- 
tend their religious visits to the 
outsiders and work and pray 
and sing with them and get 
many of them ssaved. A pastor 





enthused about our work that 
we often feel we scarcely have 
time to eat or sleep. We eat in a 
hurry, we sleep in a hurry and 
work in a hurry. I have that 
“hurry” spirit so strong tonight 
that I can hardly deliver this 
message with sufficient deliber- 
ation. I think I may feel like 
David after the battles with the 
giants and al! of them were 
slain, “For by thee,” said David, 
“I have run through a troop: by 
my God have I leaped over 
wall.” 

When Nehemiah got into a 
hard place, and some of his peo 
ple became faint and weary and 
the load was almost too heavy 
to bear he made his prayer and 
pushed ahead. He so encourag- 
ed his workmen that they soon 
struck out again with renewed 
energy and vigor. This was 
continued unti] the work was 
finished. 

Our work is as important as 
theirs. It must be done while 
our foes are looking on with 
criticism and railery. But what 
more do we care than Nehemiah 
did! He was not to be thwart- 
ed in his purpose. Neither are 
we to be switched off to one side 
nor set out on the side-track to 
get cold and dead. Life!life! yes,

we must run for our lives, for 
Jesus is soon coming and we 
must have our work done and 


ought to make at least twenty 
five or fifty calls a week. This 
does not mean to go and stay 
for dinner or go and eat supper 
and sit around and chat after 
supper till bed time. But go in 
a hurry, pray and read the Bi 
ble and sing in a hurry and up 
and gone before there is any 
time to talk about aches and 
ills and ‘how badly some body 
has treated them or get up an 
argument about some points of 
Scripture. I tell vou this is the 
way to make things move and 
create an enthusiasm every 
where you go. 


Every member should be on 
the move and create such a 
commotion in spiritual things 
that the devil himself will look 
on with amazement, I tell you 
friends, we must hurry if we 
get ready to meet our Lord, for 
truly He is coming soon. I. nev 
er saw such a time, and you 
never saw such a time. And the 
world never saw such a_ time. 
Every tension is tight. Business, 
trade, . politics. religion, every- 
thing is on a whirl, and there 
will surely be some kind of a 
break soon. Brother, you have 


no time to fall out with another 
Time is too precious to have 
words that carry with them the 
least bit of ill feeling. Look out! 
Jesus may step down almost 





any time! Be careful what you 


con;

say! Be careful how you act! 
Be careful where you go! He 
might find you where you would 
not want to be found. Better al- 
ways stayin the right place, 
and do what you are sure would 
lease Himif He should make 
His appearance suddenly. 


I tell you, beloved, prayer and 
faith will win in the hardest 
battles. These will win when 
everything else fails. Call tu 
mind how prayer has won vic 
tories in the past. Think of 
yourself! Think of others. Where 
is an account of failure when 
men have appealed to God for 
help, and met the required con 
ditions to court His favor and 
help? No, tlere have been no 
failures except on account of 
disobedience and faithlessness. 
But we are not faithless. Neither 
are we disobedient ,are we? 


But listen,we have not yet gone 
over the top in the great drive 
that was started just before 
Christmas. I wonder why! Sure- 
ly wewill not giveit up, al- 
though the battle does seem to 
be long and fierce!

- This message to- 
night is rushing out from 
a full heart of love — love 
for God, love for His Church 
love for my beloved congrega- 
tion, live for the kattle and love 
of victory. 


The battle has been fought 
well, but we have not yet gone 
cver the top. Every officer and 
private that has taken part in it 
is worthy of high commenda- 
tion. 'They are deserving of high 
praises. Not a word of fault to 
find or criticism to offer, but for 
some cause we have not yet 
gone over. And this we must do 
for we will suffer defeat and he 
put to shame in the presence of 
our enemies. 


I believe I have the hearty 
cooperation of every soldier in 
this warfare. We all want to go 
over. We must marshal our force 
es and combine our efforts for 
one more tremendous drive. Let 
us get good and ready now be- 
fore we start. Let us all pray! 
Will you agree to this? Yea, I 
know you will! Let us set apart

“Be not far from me; for 
trouble is near.” (Psa. 22:11.) 

We do not enter upon this 
subject to cause anyone trouble 
for there-is already enough 
trouble in the world. We do this 
to stir the pure minds of the 
saints of God and to move oth 
er people to a realization of the 
fact that we are living in the 
last days. Everything seems to 
point to the coming of our great 
King and that one trouble points 
to another. If it isn't a strike, 
it is something else just as bad. 
While some people are traveling 
along in the “easy way” and pay 
no attention to these things, yet 
they are designated in the Old 
Testament as incidents of the 
last days.. While, like the people 
just before the flood, They were 
marrying, giving in marriage, 
eating. and drinking, and knew 
not until the flood came—yYet 
the flood came the same as _ if 
they had been watching for it. 


It is the same in these last 
days. While some are going a- 
long “nicely” they think, and are 
thinking of nothing but a good 
time, some where in the distance 
an awful black cioud of trouble 
is rising, unobserved by many. 
The thunders which we can al- 
most hear are in the far distant, 
and will bring with it, the awful 
trouble that the Bible so often 
mentions. “SAINTS OF GOD, 
AWAKE! AWAKE!”. 


“And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumors of wars:see that ye 
be not troubled: for all these 
things must come to pass, but 
the end is not yet. For nation 
shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom: and 
there shall be famines, and pes- 
tilences, and earthquakes, in di- 
vers places. ALL THESE ARE 
THE BEGINNING OF SOR- 
ROWS. (Matt. 24:6-8.) 


I do not say that Jesus was 
referring to the European war 
when He said there would be 
wars and rumors of wars, but I 
believe the European war was 
an index finger pointing to the 
time when the red horse will be 
turned loose. (Rev. 6:4.) When 
the red horse -oes forth, “Peace 
will be taken from. the earth” 
that hasn’t been done yet. While 
they were fighting across the 
waters, we people over here in 
the good old “U. S. A.” were at 
peace, in a measure. No houses 
were destroyed, no women and 
children taken from us, and no 
battles here. We were peaceable 
here but at the same time out 
rainds were constantly thinkiny 
of the “boys over there’”’ Yet we 
“ere not in war, we had no uni- 
versal war like it will be whea 
the red horsé goes forth. That ‘s 
why I conclude that the war that 
Jesus spoke atout(Matt.24:7,8.) 
is an index finger pointing tu 
the time when the red horse 
soes forth and takes peaee 
irom the earth. We must re- 
member that peace will be tak- 
en from ALL THE EARTH. 


“for when they shall say, 
peace and safety; then sudden 
destruction cometh upon them, 
us travail upon a woman with 
chilt;) and they shall not es- 
cape.’ (1 Thes. 5:3.) 


Beloved, they have not yet 
said ‘peace and safety.” They 
are trying to say it, but all in 
vain. When will they say “peace 
and safety?” Not until the bride 
is taken up. Why not? “But e- 
vil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse, deceiving, and 
heing deceived.” (2 Tim. 3:13.) 
Verse one designates that this is 
the last days. ‘‘Men’s hearts fail- 
ing them for fear and for look’ 
ing after those things which are 
coming on the earth: for the 
powers of heaven shall be shak- 


‘ en.” (Luke 21:26.) 


Does this look like peace? 


Nay, verily. Instead of leading to 
peace, it will lead to a state of 
misery. Hearts failing, waxing 
worse and worse, deceiving and 
being deceived. When shall we 
look for the time, Crying, Peace 
and safety? Read the first three 
chapters of Revelation. You will 
learn that the church is not 
mentioned on earth after the 
third chapter. 

Where, then, is the church? 
She has been presented to Jesus, 
A GLORIOUS CHURCH IN 
THE AIR. In Rev. 6:2, the first 
seal revealed a white’ horse— 
white means purity; the Rider 
had a crown—ruling power; He 
also had a bow—victory. The 
time when they shall say, ““Peace 
and safety,” no doubt they will 
have peace festivals, parties etc. 
end declare there will never be 
war again. Paul said, “When 
they shall say, Peace and safe- 
ty; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them.’—The red 
horse is suddenly turned loose. 
and he takes peace from the 
earth. 

I do not say that I am exact- 
ly right but we must bear in 
mind that the destruction that 
Paul mentioned will not come 
until they have cried peace and 
safety. 

The seals in the sixth chapter 
of Revelation will be broken 
during the great tribulation. Af-
